The Rev. I. Z. T. Mor ris, of the Northwest Texas Conference, 
was introduced to the Conference. Dr. H. V. Philpott sub- 
mitted to the brethren the matter of or^anizin^ a society for the 
aid of superannuated preachers and other Conference claimants. 
The Committee on Public Worship announced that the Rev. G. 
A. LeClere would preach in the Baptist Church at 3 o’clock p. 
m., and W. D. Bradheld in the Methodist Church at 7:30 p. m. 

Second Day^ I)ecemhev9^ 1897. 

The followinor brethren were introduced to the Conference: the

The Rev. J. D. Scott, of the West Texas Conference, was in- 
troduced.

Antonio, and asking the co-operation of this Conference in the 
maintenance of the work. On imjtion of A. E. Goodwyn, the 
matter was referred to a committee of three, to be appointed by 
the Chair. The Chair appointed the committee as follows: A.

The Rev. M. E. Diehl, of the M. E. Church, was introduced 
to the Conference. The Committee on Public Worship an- 
nounced that the Rev. C. J. Oxley would preach at the Baptist 
Church at 3 o’clock p. m., and the Rev. E. P. Newsom at 7:30 
p. m., and that the Rev. J. R. Allen would preach at the Metho- 
dist Church at 7:30 p. m. 

Third Day., Deceinher 10^ 1897. 



The Rev. ^V. H. Vaughan, Agent of the Texas Methodist 
Orphanage, addressed the Conference in the interest of the cause 
he represents. 

The Revs. R. E. Nunn, of the Denver Conference, and W. T. 
Melugin, from the Northwest Texas Conference, were intro- 
duced. 

A collection, amounting to ^112.85, was taken by O. T. Hotch- 
kiss for Miss Mattie Keith, a daughter of Brother C. M. Keith, 
a deceased member of the Conference, the money to be used in 
paying her tuition at Georgetown. 
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The Committee on Public Worship announced that J. L. 
Massey would preach at the Methodist Church at 7:30 p. m., 
and J. D. Scott, of the West Texas Conference, at the Baptist 
Church at the same hour. 

Fourth Day^ December 1897. 

Morning Session. 

After the opening of this session with devotional exercises, and 
the reading of the minutes of the preceding session, the order 
of the day was the election of delegates to the General Confer- 
ence. The Secretary stated that there were ninety- seven clerical, 
and twenty lay members of the Conference, entitling the Con- 
ference to two clerical and two lay representatives. 

Seth Ward, on the tirst ballot, and E. W. Solomon, on the 
second ballot, were elected the clerical delegates. O. T. Hotch- 
kiss and J. B. Cochran were elected reserve delegates. The lay 
brethren elected H. C. Pritchett on the tirst ballot, and J. D. 
Campbell on the fourth ballot, to be the lay delegates, with E. 
P. Hamblen and Jno. E. Crawford as reserve lay delegates. 

Dr. Jno. R. Allen and Rev. F. B. Sinex spoke to the Confer- 
ence briefly. It was stated that the sum of fl925 had been se- 
cured from the Texas Conference for the building fund of South- 
western University. 

An afternoon session was ordered, to begin at 2:30 o’clock;

Conference met Sunday, December 12th, at 3 o’clock p. m., 
in memorial session, with Bishop Granbery in the chair. Re- 
ligions service was conducted by the Rev. M. S. Hotchkiss. 

The Rev. H. M. Sears, Chairman of the Committee on 
Memoirs, made some remarks explaining the work of the Com- 
mittee, and expressing his sincere regard for our honored and 
deceased brother, the Rev. I. G. John. The Rev. C. H. Brooks, 
for the Committee, then read the memoir of Dr. John. Many 
brethren spoke to the report, giving expression to the high re- 
ofard and tender affection in which Dr. John was held by the 
Conference of which he was so long a member. The report 
was adopted, and thus was answered:

Reports and Resolutions. 



Report on Education. 

Southwestern rNivERSiTv. — Our orreat central institution 
continues to prosper notwithstanding the stringency of the times. 
The Curators report a spirit of hopefulness and jjood cheer in 
every department of the school, growing out of the high grade 
of students attending the University, and the perfect harmony 
existing among the faculty. The enrollment the present session 
is 425. This number, no doubt, would have been materially in- 
creased if the loan fund had i>een adequate to the demand. For 
lack of this aid many. young preachers were precluded from en- 
tering the institution. We still urge, as in our former report, 
the importance and necessity of strenthening and sustaining the 
loan fund, that needed aid may be extended to worthy young 
men preparing for the ministry. We recommend that the 
amount received by us from the Sunday School Board be appro- 
priated to the loan fund of Southwestern University. 

Giddings Hall, under the efficient management of Prof. R. F. 
Young and wife, had 61 occupants during the past session 
who were furnished board, fuel and lights for the very small 
sum of $85 each per scholastic year, when paid in advance. We 
rejoice to note that the University has been blessed with its 
usual annual revival of religion, resulting in 80 conversions. 

We are glad also to note the present movement for securing 
the much needed University building; and we heartily commend 
it to our people, believing that it will be crowned with success. 

The Curators report the Ladies’ Annex as having the most 
successful record within the history of the University. The 
patronage is far beyond any year of the past. For healthfulness 
of location, thorough instruction and discipline, social and relig- 
ious surroundings, we think it of high merit and deserving 
hearty commendation. 

We are pleased to learn that an extensive addition has been 
made to the building, increasing its capacity at least one-third, 
at a cost of $5700.00, which has been provided for. 

Chappell Hill Female College. — This school is still doing 
good work under the management of Prof. Landon F. Smith, 
with an efficient corps of teachers. The enrollment for the cur- 
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rent year is 64, of whom 21 board in the college home. Of these, 
39 are in college classes, and 25 in primary department. It is 
worthy of note that 3 of the 21 boarders in the College home are 
daughters of itinerant ministers, who pay half rates for board 
and tuition. 

The present indebtedness upon this i)ro])erty is reported to be 
$1400, principal and interest. 

ScARRiTT Bible and Training School. — A paper from Miss 
Gibson, Principal of this school, asking our co-operation in their 
work, having been referred to us by the Conference, we take 
pleasure in commending the work of the institution, and at her 
re(piest, in correcting the error that none but foreign missionary 
candidates are admitted. She states positively that there, i« no 
such limitation, but that the Christian young women who have 
no other object than to study the Bible for their own good, or 
for their help as Sunday School teachers or Christian workers, 
are urged to come. 

We recommend that the Bishop reappoint H. C. Pritchett 
Secretary of Education. 

The amount assessed by the General Board upon this Confer- 
ence is $184. 80. 

We recommend the assessment of $250 for Payne and Lane 
Institutes. 

We recommend that the educational assessment be, as in past 
years, $1500, and that it be divided as follows: Three-fourths 

to Southwestern Lniversity, and one-fourth to Chappell Hill 
Female College. 

The educational collection for this year is $865.40, less $16.00 
paid for printing minutes, $849.40, which has been divided as 
follows: Southwestern University, $637.05; Chappell Hill Fe- 

male College, $212.35. We have collected for Payne and Lane 
Institutes this year, $131.40, less $2. 60 paid for printing minutes, 
leaving $128.80. We have collected for General Board of Edu- 
cation this year, $95.54, less $1.40 paid for printing minutes, 
leaving $94.14, together with $15.23 received from the Sunday 
School Board, being ten per cent, of collections on Children’s

Epworth League. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Your Committee on Epworth 
League beg leave to submit the following report: 

We have 6(5 leagues in the Conference with a membership of 
‘2392; decrease, 6 leagues, 150 members. The birth of the Ep- 
worth League, we believe, was providential. Its growth has 
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been phenomenal, and it has already accomplished much ^ood 
in the development of Christian character, and the enlargement 
and advancement of the work of the Church of Christ. W e believe 
that what it has done in many places, it may do in most, if not in 
all the places, where our church labors. It is an arm of great 
power, and may be made a much greater influence yet. Its 
original is its present purpose, and the corelation of its depart- 
ments for the accomplishment of this purpose could scarcely be 
better; the great need everywhere is executiv^e ability to carry 
on its work. 

This may be acquired by all, as is demonstrated in the work 
of many of the leagues of our owui Conference. We feel 
called upon to restate, and with emphasis, the position of your 
committee at the last session of our Conference, that the work 
of the league is in no sense different from the work of the 
church. It is the church itself working, and therefore its work 
is the work of the church, and must not in any sense be consid- 
ered otherwise. It ought to be the best presentation of the ag- 
gressive activities of the church, but only in connection with the 
regular channels of church work. We deem it unwise for the 
league to attem|>t any work, but especially foreign missionary 
work, except through the regular missionary methods of the 
church. More and more of the tentativeness that characterized 
much of the work done in the beginning of its activities is dis- 
appearinof, and w'e believe it is constantly becoming better and 
better. In view of the importance of the preachers keeping in 
immediate touch with the young people, and of the time con- 
sumed attending so many conferences, and other considerations, 
we feel called upon to recommend to this Conference the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions as suggestive to the members 
of the league: 

Reaolved^ First, that it is the sense of this Conference that the 
Annual Conference League Conference ought to be discontinued 
entirely. 

Resolved^ Second, that in our judgment it would be well if the 
leagues would decide not to hold the State Conference oftener 
than once in two years. 

Resolved^ Third, that we believe the District League Confer- 
ence to be the best for the development of league workers, and 
that it answ^ers all the purposes of the organization.

Report of Committee on Orphans’ Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Committee on the Orphans’ 
Home, submit the following as our report: 

The condition of the Home, as seen in the report of the Board 
of Directors, and other evidence before this committee, is grat- 
ifying indeed. “The good favor of (xod and the liberal hand of 
our people,” together with an efficient board of directors, with 
Sister Vaughan in the Home, and Brother Vaughan in the 
midst of the churches, have contributed to bring about this con- 
dition. 

We find that one hundred children are under the supervision 
of the Home; twenty-five of this number liave been placed in 
private Christian homes, the manager retaining general su])er- 
vision. We are glad to report that the educational, medical 
and religious facilities afforded these little ones are all that 
could be desired, and that by virtue of the Christian influence 
surrounding them, twenty-eight have been converted to God 
and added to our church this year. 

We are glad to report that this is not an asylum, a reform- 
atory, a place of refuge only, but a Christian home, around 
whose altar our God reveals himself. 

We report one death during the year. 

The material condition indicates ])rosperity. The children 
are well fed and clothed, and comfortably housed. During the 
year an additional brick building, nearly double the capacity of 
the original one, has been constructed. Also a valuable piece 
of farming land has been secured, at a convenient distance from 
the Home, where lessons in agriculture will be given. 

The estimated value of the Orphans’ Home is ^^20,000, and it 
is })ractically unencumt)ered. 

Of the ^600 assessed against this Conference for the year just 
ending, the manager states that all would be in hand. 
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W e endorse the action of the Board of Directors in the re- 
election of Rev. W. H. Vaughan as manager. We recommend | 

that the same amount as last year, 8600, be assessed against this ■ 

Conference for the ensuing year, and that our pastors collect 
and forward early in the year, to the manager, the amount as- | 

sessed against their respective charges for this purpose. j

Report of Sunday School Board. 

Your Sunday School Board respectfully submit their report: 

It is with much pleasure and gratification that vve note the 
forward movement in our Sunday School work, and we rejoice 
to state that marked improvement has been accomplished dur- 
ing the past year, and quickened interest manifests itself, which 
promises even better results for the future. 

We sincerely regret to state that we held no Sunday School 
Convention during the past year, for the reason that we re- 
ceived no invitation from any church, or town, otfering to enter- 
tain the Convention, but we reiterate our former expressions as 
to the' importance of holding a Sunday School Convention an- 
nually, within the bounds of our Conference. We believe that 
we need a higher grade, ami more thorough method of teach- 
ing, in our Sunday Schools. We realize that most Bible study 
among the members of the church comes through the channel 
of the Sunday School, and it is of very great importance that a 
[)ul)lic interest be awakened and kept alive as to thoroughness 
in the system of instruction, and we believe that the drawing 
together of Sunday School workers, — the discussions and inter- 
change of views through the medium of a Sunday School Con- 
vention, will result in very great profit to the Sunday School 
cause and to the church, and we would impress upon .1‘residing 
Elders and pastors the importance of specially ])lacing this mat- 
ter before Sunday School Superintemlents and ofticers within 
their various jurisdictions, to the end that a greater interest may 
be awakened, and that this Board may receive invitations f()r 
the entertainment of such a convention. It is the j)urpose of 
this Board to hold such a convention during the coming year. 
We would also suggest that Presiding Elders give special atten- 
tion to the Sunday School feature in connection with their vari- 
ous District Conferences— giving to the Sunday School cause 
such part and prominence in the same as deemed most calculated 
to arouse greater interest and produce best results. 

Again we specially emphasize the importance of a careful ob- 
servance of “Children’s Diiy.” We consider this-one of the most 
important, beautiful and beneficial features of Sunday School 
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work — and we suggest that pastors specially see to it that Sun- 
day School Superintendents cause a strict observance of “Chil- 
dren’s Day” with a suitably arranged program. We are glad to 
state that there was a much more universal observance of Chil- 
dren’s Day during the past year than heretofore. In this con- 
nection we adof)t the ]ilan recommended to us by the General 
Sunday School Board, which we quote as follows, to-wit: “The 

Conference Board announces by letter to each Superintendent 
that he can get free of charge a full supply of Children’s Day pro- 
grams on the condition that the col lection shall be taken on that day 
and forwarded to the Treasurer of the Conference Sunday School 
Board. Then the Treasurer pays for the programs out of the 
general collection.” The observance of Children’s Day is of 
vast importance and s[)ecially quickens an interest among the 
children and- we earnestly urge its faithful observance. We also 
call attention, with our approval, to the following suggestion of 
the General Board, viz: “So soon as the collections are large 

enough, it will be well for the Conference Board to make 
them the basis of procuring Sunday School libraries by offer- 
ing to any school so much money, say one dollar for every two 
raised by the school for the purchase of Sunday School books.” 
It is our purpose to utilize this suggestion in the assistance 
of needy Sunday Schools when circumstances will permit. ' We 
call attention to the necessity of more thorough preparation 
on the part of teachers, the proper grading and classification of 
pupils, and to the plan of quarterly reviews written on blanks 
which can be obtained from the Publishing House. 

We also commend the Home Department work and the Home 
Department Quarterhj. We rejoice to note the continued im- 
provement in our Sunday School literature and the marked in- 
crease in circulation of the same. As heretofore we heartily 
commend same to our people and especially urge the use of 
the Magazine by Superintendents, teachers, and advanced 
pupils. Indeed no preacher should be without Magazine, 
We also commend the Sunday School to Superintendents. 

In ccmclusion we ask that the thoughtful and prayerful atten- 
tion of the members of this Conference be more than hereto- 
fore directed to the success of this great work, and we earnestly 
hope and i>ruy for greater spiritual results during the ensuing 
year.

I letter from Dr. John: 

I ' Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 21st, 

I Bishop and Memhers of the Texas Annual Conference^ 

i; Bastrop^ Texas i 

■| Dear Brethren: My health has improved since last year, l)ut 

|i ph}^sicians counsel that 1 should not venture alone so far. 

i . greatly desired to meet the Conference at Bastrop. It 

is linked with sacred memories. I was ordained elder at its 
altar by Bishop Paine forty-live years ago, and was many years 
its pastor and presiding elder. We had glorious revivals within 
i| its walls, and triumphant victories at the camp grounds along the 

l' Colorado valley. 1 would gladly meet with remaining comrades 

[' at the present Conference, IduI am sure I will meet with many 

:i more when I am called to cross the river. As I may never an- 

swer roll call in my Conference again, may 1 be allowed to men- 
! tion an incident that has profoundly impressed my ministerial 

' life? At that time the following rule was in the Discipline. It 

has been stricken out, but I often think it should be again re- 
stored. It reads: “At each Annual Conference, those who are 

received on trial, or are admitted into full connection, shall l>e 
asked whether they are willing to devote themselves to the Mis- 
sionary work; and a list of the names of all who are willing to 
do so, shall be taken and reported to the secretary of the Mis- 
sion Board; and all such shall be considered as ready and willing 
to be employed as Missionaries, whenever called for by any one 
of the bishops.” I was preparing for deacons orders and this 
(question before the Conference was, to me, a matter of pro- 
found concern. The General Conference in 1846, without a dis- 
senting voice had decided to enter the work of foreign missions, 
and China had been chosen as the field. Taylor and Jenkins 
had been accepted. When Bishop Andrews preached his sermon 
on the occasion of their ordination as elders, he closed with deep 
regret that, “instead of a forlorn hope of two missionaries to be 
sent from the Southern Methodist church, it was not in his 
power to send a band of fifty faithful men to the benighted 
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millions of the Flowery Kingdom.” Why should 1 not answer 
this call? With earnest prayer I re-examined the commission 
of our Lord. “The field was the world.” Without sufficient 
reason to stay, I must ^o. 

In those days our presiding elders were the counselors of the 
younger preachers, and 1 went to Brother Alexander for advice. 
He listened thoughtfully and fully endorsed the breadth of the 
great commission, but said: “Two years ago the Conference 

doubted whether it could receive you on trial, as but few ex- 
pected you would live two years. Bishop Capers said, Woung 
preachers are needed in this new land. This candidate is 
willing to go. He may do much work in tw'o years. We had 
better accept him.’ These words decided your admission. 
Now the case is different. For the foreign field, men of 
feeble health are never accepted. It is useless for you to volun- 
teer, for Bishop Andrew is calling only for vigorous men.” 

Several times since then I have felt that less than two years 
of labor seemed all that was allowed me, and yet I still remain 
in the ranks, until Bro. Wesson and myself alone linger in the 
Texas Conference roll, while those who received appointments 
from Bishop Capers have answered the roll call in heaven. 

If spared another year, I will have ranked effective a half 
century in the Texas Conference. I will be grateful if the Con- 
ference will still leave me on the effective list. 

May the grace of God rest on the Bishop and Conference, and 
bless each charge the coming year.

This letter reveals the mainspring of Dr. John’s life-work. 
If he could not go to the heathen with the gospel, he could work 
' at home for those who could go, and ihis he did with a zeal that 
sought no rest, and a faith that knew no wavering. God de- 
lights to honor such persistent effort and unyielding faith in 
His service, and has so honored Dr. John. 

Isaac G. John, D. D., was born in Brookville, Ind., January 
IJ, 1827. He was converted in Wesley Chapel, in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, in 1841, under the ministry of Rev. E. W, Sehon, D. D. 
He united with the M. E. Church in Cincinnati in 1841, placing 
his membership in Wesley Chapel, at whose altar he was con- 
verted. He came to Texas in 1845, and located in Galveston, 
where he was licensed to preach in 1847, by Chancy Richardson. 

He was admitted on trial in the Texas Conference at Chappell 
Hill in the autumn of 1847, Bishop Capers presiding, and or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Paine in 1849 in Seguin, and an elder 
by Bishop Paine in 1852 in Bastrop, having been elected to that 
office the year before. Dr. John began and ended his itinerant 
career as a member of the Texas Conference. 
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His appointments were as follows: Richmond circuit, 1848; 
Rutersville circuit, 1849; Washington circuit, 1850-1; Bastrop 
station, 1852-3; Bastrop circuit, 1854; Lockhart circuit, 1855; 
Bptrop Station, 1856; Bible agent, 1857; Presiding Elder 
of Austin district, 1858; Bible agent, 1859-60; Presiding Elder 
of Waco district, 1861; Presiding Elder of LaGrange dis- 
trict, 1862-3; and Presiding Elder of Austin district, 1864-65- 
66. He was elected editor of the Texas Christian Admcate in 
1866, in which position he labored until the close of 1884 — 
eighteen years of heroic effort, crowned with brilliant success. 
He was appointed to Huntsville station in 1885, where he re- 
mained until May, 1886, at which time, in Richmond, Va., he 
was elected Missionary Secretary b}^ the General Conference. 
Dr. John served the church as a member of the Board of Mis- 
sions for twelve years — from 1874 to 1886; and as Missionary 
Secretary eight years — from 1886 to 1894. From 1894 until 
the time of his clealh he was connected with the work of the 
Board of Missions, chiefly as the editor of our missionary peri- 
odicals. He was elected a member of the General Conference 
in 1866, 1870, 1874, 1878, 1886 and 1890. He was a reserve 
delegate in 1882 and in 1894. 

During the period of his editorship of the Texas Christian 
Advocate he served the following charges: Ryland Chapel, in 
Galveston, in 1870; Presiding Elder of the Galveston district in 
1874-5; St. James Church, Galveston, in 1876-7. 

Dr. John was a thoroughly devout man, and wholly conse- 
crated to the service of God; a man of one work, ready and 
prepared for any field to which the church might call him. 
The Christian life within him developed normally, passing on 
from intellectual stages through all the intermediate degrees of 
expansion until at last it ripened into a rich and beautiful ma- 
turity. For a half century his character was unchallenged. He 
was a man of clean li[)s and a pure heart. His religion made 
and kept him happy. Amiability and cheerfulness were con- 
spicuous traits in his character. He deserved and possessed 
many friends whose devotion to him was far from ordinary. 
Duty w'as his life-long watchword, and fidelity to that duty was 
most conspicuous in all his life work. He was a good man and 
true, full of faith and the Holy Ghost. 

Dr. John’s long career as an itinerant Methodist ]>reacher was 
a brilliant success. His endowments and attainments were 
great; and by wise and diligent use of his talents’ he qualified 
himself for large and abundant usefulness. He reached a posi- 
tion of eminence, and all through life wielded a powerful influ- 
ence for good. In the early days of his ministry, it was. said 
‘‘that mission work in Texas was bounded on the north by the 
Indian Territory, on the east by Arkansas and Louisiana, on 
the south by the gulf of Mexico, and on the west by the provi- 
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dence of God.” When he be^an his itinerant career there was 
in this vast territory about Sve thousand Methodists; today 
there are two hundred thousand. Then, there was one weak 
Conference; now, there are five strong American Conferences, 
one German, and one Mexican Conference. No man has done 
more to achieve these grand results than Dr. John. 

Twice Dr. John had his campmeetings broken up by Indian 
raids. He saw men and women converted at the mourner’s 
bench while armed sentinels were guarding the camp. In the 
early “fifties” he witnessed the conversion of the first Mexican 
Methodist. Poor pay, hard fare, rough roads, and often no 
roads, swimming dangerous streams, sleeping in crowded cabins, 
and sometimes on the prairie or in the woods, saluted by the 
scream of the panther or the howl of the wolf. The preacher 
was expected to take his share in defending the settlement 
against Indians. To wear a revolver was no reflection on his 
piety. He sometimes found more guns than hymn books in his 
congregation. 

All these things, and many more like them, came in Dr. 
John’s early experience as an itinerant preacher. There w'ere 
two sources of relief — duty done, and the joyous, hearty and 
never-failing hospitality of the “Old Texans” — and Dr. elohn 
enjoyed a large measure of both these. No man has done 
more than Dr. John to bring about the changed state of things 
as we now enjoy them. He stamped with the impress of his 
fine character the Methodism of Texas, and may justly be num- 
bered with the fathers of Texas Methodism. 

As a preacher he was clear, logical and often eloquent; as a 
wu’iter his style w^as easy, fluent and forcible; as a church officer 
he was diligent, faithful and true. No interest ever sufl'ered in 
his hands. In doing the work assigned to him by the church he 
w^as happy and joyous, and left a track of light whereever he 
went. Stainless in his personal life, and efficient in his olficial 
administration, he bequeaths to his family and friends the legacy 
of a good name, and to the church the memory of a good exam- 
ple and a well-spent life. 

The honorable positions w^hich he held show’ the hiofh esteem 
in wdiich he w^as held by his brethren. He labored wdth the ut- 
most fidelity to preserve and’ promote the sacred interests en- 
trusted to his hands. Nor did he labor in vain. The blessing 
of God was upon his toil, and fruitage of his consecrated .‘»nd 
zealous life wdll enrich the church for years to come. “A prince 
and a great man has fallen.” The church has lost a great and 
good man; 'sve have lost a friend. 

In 1852 Dr. John was married in Bastrop County to Miss 
Ruth A. Eblon. Seven children blessed their union, six of whom 
survive him. A few years after the death of his first wife, he 
married Mrs. Vaughn, of Gallatin, Tenn., who survives him.
